The plan is a 
good one, as those having a tendency to 
decay will generally exhibit it'at this peri- 
od, and may be selected from the inass; 
and nove but the sound are placed in con- 
tact with each other, Bins trom three to 
four feet in depth, and subdivided every 
few feet, are deemed the most advyantage- 
ous for use. There isno great burthen up- 
on the lower roots; and they can readily 
be overhauled should such a course be 
deemed necessary. A light covering of 
clean, fresh straw may be given them,— 
Many use dry sand, sifting it oyer them un- 
til the interstices are filled. 

Tn storing in the fields, they should not 
be piled in large masses; long trenches, 
rather than rounded pits, are preferable. 
These should be surrounded by a drain, 
considerably lower than the base ofthe 
heap, to receive the water from rains or 
melting snows, a thick covering of straw, 
laid on after the manner of shingling, should 
be. given them. Damp or mouldy straw 
must be ejected. At first, if the weather 
be not too inclement, it would be well to 
leave them thus, as sweating soon sets in ; 
and evaporation—opportunity for the’ full 
operation of which is needful—can be final- 
ly closed asthe weather demands; and 
this’ portion, ee the most important, 
should be done well. 

For turnips, the air ought to be cooler 
than for potatoes; and they demand a 
greater circulation of the atmosphere.

this, else they will become pithy and worth- 
less. The following mode, as practised by 
one whose success in keeping this article 
is very satisfactory, was given in an early 
number of the /tural:— 

A dry part of the field is selected, the 
ground excavated to the depth of about six 
inches, three feet wide, and as long 4s may 
be needed, In this the turnips are placed, 
as high as the width of the narrow trench 
will admit, the pile being about two feet in 
the middle, Over the mass a good layer 
of corn-stalks or straw is placed, when the 
earth is carefully and ba lieaped Up 
to a sharp pitch, and well beaten with the 
flat of tho spade. 

At the distance of every 15 or 20 feet,a 
yent hole is left, the size ofa common stove 
pipe, in which a roll of straw is firmly 
twisted. This has the effect of exhausting 
tho pit of the heated, impure atmosphere 
by which it naturally becomes filled, pro- 
dueing decomposition, By this simple, 
easy mode of putting, English sturnips havo 
| been preserved through the winter in good 
condition, 

Carrots aud beets may bo preserved in a 
like manner. For the carrot, however, it 
would bo well to surround each root with 
earth; a cortain degree of freshness. would 
be imparted not attainable if touching each 
other—Jeural New Yorker.

Ly the first article of the new treaty be- 
tweet Great Britain and the United States, 
the contracting parties agree jointly to pro- 
pose to the Republics of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica the arrangements contained in 
the following articles : : 

A territory comprized within the follow- 
ing limits shall be set apart for the Mos. 
quito Indians. And then it goes on to es- 
tablish the boundary, The boundary isto 
be designated and ‘marked by two com- 
missioners, to be appointed, one by her 
Britannic Majesty and one by the President 
of the Republic of Nicaragua. 

By article third, the Mosquito Indians, 
confining themselvos within the Territory 
designated, shall enjoy the right to make 
by their national council or counsels, and 
tocarry into effect, all such laws as they 
may deem necessary for the government 
and protection of persons within the same 
and of all the property therein belonging to 
their people, or to such pesrons as lave 
reonnected themselves with them, Their 
rights of property and of local government 
within the Territory defined shall be recog- 
nized affirmed and guaranteed by the Re- 
public of Nicaragua, in treaties to be made 
by that State with Great Britain and the 
United States, respectfully ; and the Repub- 
lic of Nicaragua in each* of these treaties 
shall stipulate and engage that it shall en-

Tue Swiss Crisis—The Paris crrespon- 
dent of the Times is extremely severe in 
his critique on the Swiss note in the Afon- 
iteur, and adduces several striking argu- 
ments, showing the weakness and incon- 
istency of the position taken both by France 
and Prussin. Tho Siecle is the only one of 
tho Paris journals which at present disap- 
proves of the note on the Neufchatel ques- 
tion.

The brood combsdf old stocks should also 
be examined, to se:that ¢ 
foul or diseased bood, Such old stocke, 
when healthy, are just as good as young 
swarms, and will shnd the cold even better. 

As soon as the tinny days of Autumn | 
fre past, 80 that tlpro is no danger of the | 
bees being tomptedout, the hives intended | 
for winter should Je moved to other quar- 
tors, unless they ateady stand in suitable 
place. 

When but few ro kept, it is gonerally 
advisable to winterin the openair. Choose 
a warm place in fe sun—y. yin the sun 
—where it can stike the hive an hour or 
two each day, 

Many people se slandered at seeing a 
few bees lying dad upon the snow during 
winter, and therejs a prevalent idea that 
thoy get “snowbind,” and fall down to 
pe ish. This is m errors for a close exam 
ination will shoythat just ns many. perish } 
upon fhe bare gound, only that they are 
not so readily senas when on snow. I 
have frequently tiken them from their win- 
ter quarters in tle hose, when the snow 
covered the growd, in inany places two 
feet in debth, ant yet lost a less number 
than at any othe tine when the ground 
was bare, 

A light snow,newly fallen, is somewhat 
fatal, should thenext day or two he still 
and pleasant to emptthem out. If they 
settle on such |now, it will not support 
their weight, thy sink below reach of the 
sun, get chilled ind perish. A hard crust 
or melting snowis “terra firma” to a bee, 
Tn case of aligh snow, put up a board to 
shade the hive,ind should the air be suf- 
ficiently warm fir them to leave when thus 
shaded, it will @nerally do to remove the 
board and allow them to fly ; the majority 
will return. ‘Tle entarnce should be sé- 
cured against nice, and yet allowa suffi- 
cient ventilatiol, a greater amount is re- 
quired than is generally supposed. Small 
pieces of stripe of cloth, partially covering 
the entrance Are just the things. These 
should be fasoned with carpet tacks in 
such a manne that the bees may pass, and 
still the micehot admitted, 

To get rid ¢ the vapor that is continually 
passing off*tom the bees, which often 
moulds the @inb and spoils the honey, 
make half 4 dozen or more inch holes 
through thetop, And cover with an empty 
box, in sucha way as to keep out rain, 
snow and inte. 

Whiere fify or more stocks are kept, I 
would reconmend a small, dark, warm 
room, or dry cellar. A muelrless number 
will not be fkely to keep the temperature 
sufficiently high. Very little air admitted 
is sufficient.) To get rid of the’ moisture, 
the hives shduld be turned bottom upwards 
upon shelve}, with little blocks under to 
raise them m inch from the shelves—the 
holes in thetop to allow free circulation of 
air. By hating several tiers of shelves, 
one above ajother, a great many inay le 
packed in ote room ; I have frequently put 
in two hundied on three tiers of shelves, in 
a room twelre by eighteen feet, That 
number will Jeep such aroom above freez- 
ing pointat nost times. But ifthe room 
cannot be kept uniformly warm by the 
number of stecks, or by other means, I pre- 
for leaving bes out of doors, though hous- 
ing is preferable with a large number.
